For seeds that require an early start, to secure blooms before frost, sow in shallow wooden boxes—in good garden 
soil. Cover seeds very lightly, keeping the box in a sunny window, covering the box with a pane of glass until the seeds 
begin to sprout, but never allow the soil to dry out. 


Transplanting of Seedlings. Do not allow the little plants started in the boxes to grow too tall before trans- 
planting. Care should be used in watering the seedlings well after planting and to protect from the sun for a few days
